Report of Trustees of Trust Funds 


Ryg, New Hampsuire, February 1, 1932. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Rye: 

Again this board is called upon to report the death of one ~ 
of its members, that of Mr. Charles M. Remick, who had 
served on the board from its beginning with faithfulness and 
integrity. 

During the year the town of Rye has accepted the bequest 
of the late Daniel W. Dalton of the residue of his estate “‘to 
hold in trust forever, the same to be called the Dalton Fund, 
the income to be used for the care, improvement and beauti- 
fying of the Central Cemetery in the said town of Rye,” As 
of January 31, 1932, the trustees of Trust Funds acknowledge 
receipt of $783.60 on account of this Trust. The balance of 
the estate will be received during the coming year. 

All of the United States Liberty Loans callable in 1932 and 
1933 heretofore held by the trustees have been exchanged for 
similar amounts face value of United States 414% Treasury 
Loan of 1947-52. 

Four thousand dollars of Trust Funds is invested in United 
States Bonds; $10,500 is loaned to the town of Rye by author- 
ity of special vote of the town; $3,989.93 is on deposit in Rock- 
ingham County banks, a total of $18,489.93. A tabulated 
report presented herewith shows the principal amount of each 
Trust together with the income, expenditures and balance on 
hand at the end of the year. 

Three hundred and fifteen dollars and sixty-one cents in- 
come has been paid the trustees of Rye Public Library, 
$348.77 the trustees of Central Cemetery for the care of those 
lots covered by the respective trusts and $44.02 utilized in 
connection with the exchange of government bonds. 

The board of selectmen, in accordance with Chapter 42, Sec- 
tion 21, Public Laws, has appointed Mr. Eldred W. Marshall 
to serve the remainder of the term of Mr. Remick.

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Report of Trustees of Rye Public 
Library 


RyrE, New Hampsuire, February 1, 1932. 
To the Citizens of Rye: 


It is with deep regret that your trustees record the death on 
November first of Mr. Charles M. Remick, who for twenty 
years had served the town as treasurer of the Library Board. 
His associates pay sincere tribute to the memory of his kindly 
and upright character and to his years of willing and faithful 
service. 

Pending the election of a new member of the board, the 
trustees appointed Miss Agnes M. Brown to serve as tempor- 
ary treasurer. 

Approximately 240 books have been purchased with the in- 
come from ‘Trust Funds, and care has been taken to comply 
with the conditions of each trust. 

We acknowledge with thanks the gift of five books (non- 
fiction) from the Every Other Tuesday Club. 

During the summer considerable repairs were made to the 
slate and copper of the roof, window screens were renewed and 
a broken front door glass replaced. The exterior woodwork 
was given two coats of paint. 

Plans for the coming year include improved lighting for the 
book stacks and the installation of new shelving for the better 
display of reference, books. Insurance must be renewed during 
the year. | 

It is probably not generally appreciated that much of the 
work of the Library is done outside Library hours, and atten- 
tion is called to that portion of the librarian’s report describ- 
ing the work she is called upon to perform in addition to 
serving the public on the open days. These demands now ag- 
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gregate approximately two days each week, so that about four 
days of the librarian’s time is required weekly. 

Beginning February first the Library will be kept open on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays from two in the afternoon until 
9.30 at night. 

The town of Rye is unusually fortunate in its Library build- 
ing, and the generous Trust Funds for the purchase of books. 
The board of trustees and the librarian will welcome construc- 
tive criticism and helpful suggestions from any of the towns- 
people for the improvement of the quality and the enlargement 
of the scope of library service. 

An appropriation of $1,000 is requested for the ensuing year.

Two copies of the Standard Dictionary of American Biogra- 
phy have been added to the reference table. Donations of 
books have been received from Dr. Dodd, Mr. E. V. Papin, 
Dr. Walker and other interested friends. The trust funds 
made possible the addition of about 240 books. The fourth 
annual bulletin listing these books has been prepared and 
will be mailed to anyone making the request. 

Last year, to conform with the schools, the Library stayed 
on standard time, but it was not generally a success. This 
year if the change of time is in general use the hours for opening 
will be on daylight time. 

Subscriptions to the Junior Literary Guild have been taken 
out. This makes available the addition of four or five new 
books each month at a great discount, nearly sixty per cent. 
The majority of these books have been suitable for the outside 
reading lists of the schools and help to meet the increased 
demand. 

As it is the idea of many that a librarian’s work consists 
mostly of sitting at a desk and stamping outgoing books,

I have been requested to explain some of the mechanics 
involved. It is impossible to do the cataloguing and the re- 
pairing during hours open to the public and give the attention 
required by the borrowers. Every book, before it can be put 
into circulation, must have pasted in it a book plate, a due 
ship and a pocket. It has to have a written entry in the ac- 
cession book, giving author, title, publisher, cost and source. 
If fiction, the accession number printed in three places and 
three cards made out showing author, title and accession 
number. If non-fiction, a second number in addition to the 
above showing its classification, one or two more cards and 
the additional number white inked on back of book. It is 
superfluous to explain in detail the work of repairing, for 
everyone can understand the many items, such as tipping in 
loose leaves, sewing and recasing, worn books make necessary. 
For the most part this work is done at home requiring at the 
least the equivalent of two days’ time. Very often it becomes 
essential to employ assistance for both desk work and the 
general routine. I am fortunate in having capable aid who 
understand the work and can give the required service tc the 
public. 

The trustees have decided to keep the Library open on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays from two o’clock to nine-thirty 
o'clock, p. M. The reading tables are well filled with maga- 
zines ranging from current events to the amusing type. ‘Two 
new additions are Life and the Science News-Letter. The 
iatter, a weekly, presented by Mr. John L. Parsons. 

A copy of the memorial service of Dr. Thayer was sent to 
the Congregational Church with the suggestion it be pre- 
served by placing it in the Library. It is now in the cabinet 
and may be seen on request. 

A pad for the suggestions of books is at the desk and the 
public is urged to note down any book or books they would 
like considered for purchase.

Report of the School Board 


Citizens of Rye: 


The members of your school board are departing from the 
custom of the past few years in making a short report and 
are trying to bring before you conditions and facts that con- 
front them. In regard to the teaching staff and results at- 
tained we believe on the whole they are very satisfactory and will 
compare favorably with other towns and the superintendent’s 
report will cover this article. But school buildings and equip- 
ment in many ways are far from satisfactory, and the school 
board are criticised and blamed,in many cases unjustly. But 
we are trying to do what we think is best for the whole 
rather than for a few. The refusal of some members of the 
High School committee of Portsmouth to take our ninth 
grade is generally known, and the blame placed where it be- 
longs. This refusal made it necessary to change our plans 
and made extra expense which our budget did not cover. 
And we wish to thank the parents who cooperated with us 
and made it possible to send the tenth grade to Portsmouth. 
There are several things which we wish to bring before you 
that have caused your board much thought the past year. 
First, water at all schools has been low and at some schools 
the wells have gone dry and water has had to be carried for 
drinking. Also sanitary conditions at all school buildings are 
far from satisfactory. Driveways to the schools as many 
know are bad, especially the Wedgewood School. These are 
some of the important things that we wish could be improved. 
But to improve means money, and in these times when many 
towns and cities are finding it hard to make ends meet, and 
where the tax payers’ burden is heavy, we feel these matters 
should have careful attention, and if anything is done it 
should be done with thought for the future, and no money 
spent except for repairs and improvements that will take care 
of our needs in the years to come.

Report of the Superintendent 


To the School Board of Rye: 


I herewith submit to you my second report as superintend- 
ent of schools: 

Three changes in the teaching staff of Rye were necessitated 
by resignations during the year 1930-1931. Mrs. Mabel Ham- 
mond and Mrs. Margaret Mooney resigned during the year 
after faithfully serving the schools of Rye. To take charge of 
the South School Miss Lina Edwards was employed. She is 
a graduate of the University of Vermont, Department of Edu- 
cation, and came to us after successful work as principal of 
the Bellows Falls Grammar School. Miss Mary Campbell, 
a graduate of Keene Normal School, is in charge of the Par- 
sons School. I believe the work of both teachers is satisfac- 
tory to school officials, parents and townspeople. Miss Muil- 
dred Trow, formerly the domestic arts teacher in our High 
School, is now a teacher in the same department of Manches- 
ter, N. H., High School. To take over her work Miss Jean 
Stalker, a graduate of Keene Normal, in the three-year course, 
has been employed. 

The school district meeting of last year went.on record as 
favoring the establishment of an ungraded school in Rye. In 
accordance with this vote Miss Helen Woodbury, a graduate 
of the four-year course at Salem Normal School, which espec- 
ially prepares for this work, was employed and placed in 
charge at the West School. It is to be regretted that more 
citizens have not visited this school and become acquainted 
with its work. A test of the interest of the pupils in its work 
was made in November of the current year. A vote of the 
pupils was taken, under direction of the pupils themselves, 
as to their desire for the continuance of the school. The 
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pupils, with but two dissenting votes, asked for its continu- 
ance, rather than the more formal type of instruction. In 
addition to the mimimum essentials of arithmetic, reading, 
spelling, history and geography, this school is equipped for 
work in the simple fundamentals of Manual Arts. For the 
boys there is woodwork, such as the making of book-ends, 
Jawn ornaments, smoking stands, small tables and such proj- 
ects as will give them some acquaintance with the simpler 
tools of carpentry. This work teaches them the importance 
of accuracy and offers daily opportunity for applied arith- 
metic in concrete situations. The girls are furnished with a 
suitable oil range for cooking. It is a pleasure to me to report 
that this work is being handled in a practical manner. Proj- 
ects are sufficiently large to transfer to work in the home. 
One of the girls told me, with evident pleasure, that ‘‘I made 
a custard at home just like we made at school.’’ Both boys 
and girls are offered a valuable course in poster painting, 
which I believe teaches motor control better than any other 
simple work offered in our schools. Basket making is proving 
very interesting for the pupils as will the work in caneing 
which is to follow. As a whole, I believe the work of this 
school is as satisfactory as can be expected during its first 
year and its results in interest, pupil activity, manual and 
motor skill, as well as in the essentials of the more formal 
subjects, well justify its continuance. 

The services of Mrs. Dolbec; the school nurse, are appreci- 
ated. She is watchful of our children’s health. Her advice is 
freely sought and always given serious consideration. We 
bespeak for her the whole-hearted co-operation of ali the 
citizens of Rye. 

During the current year, as last year, each child has been 
given a comprehensive test including eight subjects. These 
are not general ability tests, but are strictly achievement tests, 
standardized by norms worked out after thousands of appli- 
cations throughout the country. They are as reliable a 
means of grading as can be found. These show Rye to be, 
in general, well above the average of the United States. Lit- 
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erature proved to be our weakest subject. For this reason 
a special teachers’ meeting was held to discuss ways and 
means of improving this work. It would seem well to appro- 
priate an additional sum of money to be used especially for 
library books in order that our pupils may come into contact 
with a wider range of the world’s best literature. The teach- 
ers are working upon this, and such money as may be appro- 
priated will aid materially in their efforts. 

In accordance with the vote of the Portsmouth School Board 
the tenth grade pupils are now attending Portsmouth High 
School. The transfer of this grade saves us little financially, 
but allows the pupils to come into contact with the more 
varied system of the larger city a year earlier in their school 
life and at the time when there is a transfer of Portsmouth 
pupils themselves into other surroundings. In this way Rye 
pupils are under a less trying situation than has previously 
been the case. For these reasons I believe the new arrange- 
ment is an advantage. 

It will be noticed from the statistical report herein included 
that the attendance record of Rye is at its usual high mark, 
in fact, has risen from 96.26 to 96.80. Where attendance is 
punctual and regular, scholarship is so much the better and 
the work of the entire school system is raised. 

May I again express my appreciation to the school board 
for its helpful guidance in my work and to the townspeople, 
parents and pupils for co-operation with the schools and its 
officials.
